The bandages and heavy oint- 
ments once administered to burned 
lareas have given way to the new 
‘exposure” treatment. This method 
relies only on natural fluid that the 
body exudes to cover the wound. 
‘To prevent infection of the un- 
lcovered burn—infection is still the 
lmajor cause of death in extensive 
iburns—antibiotics such as penicillin 
and terramycin are given in large 
doses. 

Medical advances have also done 
more than save burn victim’s lives. 
New developments in skin grafting 
and plastic surgery remove most of 
the physical traces of the injury to 
help return the patient to a normal 
life.
